WHAT WE OWE THE PURITAN. 
Concerning the Pilgrims who landed at Plymouth three 
hundred years ago this week it is interesting to read in the 
reports of the many celebrations of that historic landing that 
the Pilgrims came to America for the sake of religious free­ 
dom and lo establish liberty of conscience. 
The truth of 
the matter is the Pilgrims were in one respect just like the 
rest of the world at that time— uiey were strongly in favor 
of religious freedom when it was their own ireedom in­ 
volved, but very bitterly opposed lo religious freedom when 
it concerned someone else. 
In the wilds of .Massachusetts the Pilgrims found re­ 
ligious liberty. 
They established their own churches and 
worshipped in their own way. 
But woe to those who dif­ 
fered from them in doctrinal and ecclesiastical matters. I he 
early history of Massachusetts is a story of religious intol­ 
erance and persecution. 
The Puritans of Boston made snort 
shift of Quakers and Baptists and other sects who failed to 
subscribe to the Puritan beliefs. 
Quakers were hanged on 
Boston Commons. 
Baptists were driven into the wilder­ 
ness of Rhode Island where they granted religious liberty 
to all sects at Providence. 
Liberty of conscience was not the cause of the Puritan 
migration. 
The Puritan fatners were not seeking liberty 
of conscience. 
They were seeking the authority of in­ 
dividual conscience— an authority that caused them to defy 
all power but that of Cod alone and to reject the authority 
of all priests and prelates. 
They acknowledged no earthly 
control but the control of their own confidence. 
They fol­ 
lowed its dictates in every case in spite of all the powers 
of Rome and Canterbury. They were willing to die for con­ 
science sake, bul at the same time they considered all other 
sects as followers of aiiti-Chiist and were willing to die to 
drive such sects from the face of the earth. 
Liberty of conscience and its consequence, religious 
toleration, were not the fruits of the 
Puritan 
migration. 
Those things came later. 
But the uncompromising zeal with 
which the Puritan insisted on the authority of conscience 
inevitably lead the 
popularizing of free education 
and 
the growth of democratic ideals.

In order that their children might be able to .inn thrifty. Probably

read the Bible, a school was opened in the shadow of every 
church. 
Thus from the beginning of the colony Massachu- 
setts became a stronghold of free education. 
, 
Democracy rose and flourished among the Puritans. A 
people acknowledging no earthly authority but their own 
conscience could not possibly be true to the doctrine of 
divine right of kings. 
By the very nature of their re­ 
ligious convictions they were gradually alienated from the 
j 
ideas of monarchy and kingscraft and led far towards the 
recognition of the* equality of men. 
A people who acknowl­ 
edged no superior but God and no guide but conscience 
became as 
a matter of course pioneers in 
the cause of 
American democracy. 
While we arc, therefore, not indebted to the I uritan 
for religious freedom and liberty of conscience we are 
heavily indebted to him for much of our progress in free 
education and much of our development in democratic gov­ 
ernment. 
The religion he brought to America was not of 
the happiest, but it was a kind that developed a God­ 
fearing, law-loving people, and one whose impress on Ameri­ 
can life and 
government has given our 
civilization its 
crowning glory.
